over the whole development of the Empire. and preparing to supply 
juvest'gators to deal with pressing emergencies and to undertake 
spacial investigations.

draft constitations of their own 
in disregard of the Central Gov- 
etnment would be equal to 
dividing the whole country into 
small states. Lf the people will 


wait for the promulgation of|. 


constitutional laws for self-gov- 
ernment from the Central Gov- 
ernment he will try bis best to 
support provincial:autonomy.

Fuel Oit Cheaper. 


The price of fuel-oil hay, again 
taken another drop, it is officially 
announced bs the large oil com- 
panies operating in Hongkong. 
The price of fuel-oil ex tank at 
Hongkong receded to 1U0- per 
ton as from August 15, which is 

+0;- below the previous quotation. 
The dowoward trend of the 
market’has been a steady one 
since the begining of this vear. 
Five times the price has beea 
lowered until gradually it has 
reached its present level. 

The reduction in price 
due to the generally over- 
stocked condition of producers” 
it is explained. Last 
year the supplies of oil for 
motive purposes were inadequate, 
the wells not being able to cope 
with the heavy demands, which 
have increased enormously in 
the last two or three years. 
Production was speeded-up in 
the field throughout the world 
in an effort to mect the extra 
demands. Tho market was ruling 
strong antil the world-wide de- 
pression began to bave its effect. 
With a great number of oil-burn- 
ing steamers Isid up in tie big 
porte, particularly the Unitea 
States Shipping Board vessels, 
many of which ‘ara | fitted to 
burn oi as fael, the call 
for ‘oil lessened, resulting 
in large stocks accomulat- 
ing at suppliers’ tanks. The 
decreasing price of fuel-oit of late 
has of course been guided by the 
natural law of supply and de- 
mand. The latest reduction has 
been made in an endeavour to 
increase the volume of sales, 

Pennsylvania Crude, the oil- 
stock that controls the price of 
the commodity throughout the 
world, recently fell considerably. 
From $6.70 Gold @ barrel, the 
ruling price from the fret’ of this 
year, the price has just gone down 
to 82.25 Gold. The sudden aod 
big drop in the price of this stock’s 
output has brought down the 
price of fuel-oil elsewhere. 

The Standard Oil Company, 
quoting in gold has bronght the 
price of its Fael- vil down to $18

Report of Lord Milner’s Committee on Utilisation of 
University Assistance. 


London, August 25. 

The committee appointed by Lord Milner to investigate the 
utilisation of the asa’stance of the Universitivs in carving out 
research with a.view to protecting the inhabitants of the Colonies 
and Protectorates from diseasa and the develoument of colonial 
nateral resources bas ixsued a report rejecting the sugzestion fo forn.

AN OBJECT-LESSON IN TRADE DISPUTES. 


Strikes, unhapjuly. are nothing out of the common, but 

a strike that Jasts eight months. is. The shipyard joiners” 
strike began in-December. and its course has been charac- 
terised by marked obstinaey on the part of Labour. 
Perhaps Labuut wonld retort that obstinacy was what 
charactetised the employers’ side, since it takes tivo to form 
adispute. An examinaticn of the circumstances does not 
support this riew: in the present case at. any rate. the 
indications co to -demonstrate that the. Labour side was 
animated by a spirit of unreason. It wasan attitude, too, 
which.adversely atfected the industry from the standpoint 
not of the employers enly but from that of other kinds o- 
shipyard workers. How far the obstinacy was due to the 
joiners, how far to the leaders of the trade mnion, is a 
moot point. but that the latter‘ were Targely responsible 
is evident. Numbers of the juiners were encouraged to 
hold out:by the fact that they, were able to find a market 
for their skill in other industries. On. the other hand, the 
trade union officials. and particularly the veneral secretary 
of -the Boilermakers’ Society, fanned the unrest by 
‘inflammatory exbortations. . 
\. * The dispute affords an instance of the faulty presenta- 
tion of factsand of the loose thinking that distingnish a 
certain type of Labour utterance: and to no section of the 
community is this more inimical than to the workers them- 
selves. What is the truth in relation to the joiners’ strike? 
During the war and for a year or so afterwards 
shipbuilders. of course, made handsome profits The 
workers shared in these advances: bonuses, and 
allowances were the order of the day. Before 1920 
clesed' a very dilierent state. of affairs had set in. 
Yards that had been inundated with orders at top prices 
had to fight for contracts at competitive rates, owing to the 
accumulatiun of tennaye and the general trade slump. 
Modifications in respect of pay had to be resorted to, but 
the joiners held out for the retention of the special war 
_ bonus they had been receiving. ; 
. For long months this was the bone of contention, and 
now, after nearly three-quarters of a year. the force. of 
economic laws has exposed the falsity of the joiners’ 
demand so completely that they have accepted the reduction 
of wages agreed upon by shipyard workers generally, while 
.the war-bonus claim has entirely disappeared: In these 
days such a radical change could not Lave come about by 
mere despotism on the part of employers; the change is the 
expression of the prevailing conditions. Towards those 
depressed conditions the mistaken policy of the joiners, 
whether on the part of the workers themselves ‘or their 
leaders, has contributed. Manifestly a slump in shipping 
was inevitable had the maximum of harmony reigned in 
. the yards. All the more need was there, *hen, to avoid 
friction, that the best inight be madé of what work was 
available. ‘That the joiners’ strike was a factor in the 
depression is attested: by the gratifying cable news to hand 
yesterday of a revival on Tees-side as a result of the sattle- 
ment. . Not.only did contracts frora abroad for construction 
and repairs have to be.tarned down, but even English 
shipowners. had to send work to foreign yards iv 
consequence of the labour trouble. Apart from lesses to 
eoployers, the joiners’ strike kept various kinds of ship- 
yard hands out of work, and as a result increased un- 
employment iu other directions. Among the joiners them- 
‘selves many suffered enforced idleness because. the trade 
union would not Jet them return to the yards. Hore the 
wsorkers have an object-lesson in the importance of disting- 
' ishing between good and injurious counsellors,

They have sacrificed & 
principle, and they sre now 
finding it hard to insist on that 
principle. But common actionis 
being taken against this mistaken 
form of charity. When it comes 
to inserting an advertisement or 
making ennouncementsthatwould 
ordinarily be treated as advertise- 
ments it is only rightand fair that 
a propar charge should be ‘made. 
That is a matter of business. If 
those responsible for running: & 
newspaper think that the charity 
is sufficiently deserving to war- 
rant support they are then lefs 
free to give in the same way 
as other pecple—and to- get the 
same acknowledgment.. News- 
paper men cannot be accused 
of miserliness or aiggardliness. 
Tn fact they have heen far too free 
in giving away what should have 
figured in the legitimate revenge 
of their businesses. In laying 
down the rule thet announce- 
ments mast be paid tor the Hang- 
kong Telegraph and the . othér 
newspapers: ja the Oolony sre 
only, doing that which they 
should have done yeaté ago. Ask 
us for a monetary contribution to 
jany. charity and we will give 
according to our judgment and 
capacity, but ask us for part of 
our business and it is. not. to be 
had.

The Situation in Hupeh. 

Regarding the position in 
Central China, telegraphic news 
has reached us from Shanghai 
to-day that Wu Pui-foo’s forces 
have already approached Yochow 
and that cargo traffic on the 
rivet is interrupted. 

A representative from Chao 
Heng-tik, tuchun of Hunam, 
has proposed a two days’ truce 
for the purpose’ of negotiations. 

Wn Pui-foo has declared that 
he ig strongly in favour of pro- 
vinciel antonomy for Hupeh, but 
to let provincial governments 
draft constitstions of their own 
in disregard of the Central Gov- 
ernment would be equal to 
dividing the whole country into 
small states. If the people will 
wait for the promulgation of 
constitutional laws for self-gov- 
ernment from the Central Gov- 
etnment he will try his best to 
support provincial autonomy.

Fuel Oil Cheaper. 


| The price of fuel-oil has again 
taken another drop, it is officially 
announced by the large oi! com- 
panies operating in Hongkong. 
The price of fuel-oil ex tank at 
Hongkong receded tn.100- per 
ton as from August 15, which is 
+0/- below the previous quotation. 
The downward trend of the 
warket has been a steaty one 
since the begining of this ‘year. 
Five times the price has been 
lowered until gradually it bas |¢ 


reached its present level. 


- The reduction in price is 
dueto thea generally over- 
stocked condition of producers’ 
tanks, it is explained. Last 
year the supplies of oil for 
motive purposes were inadequate, 
the wells not being able to, cape 
with the beavy demands, which 
have increased enormously in 
the last two or three years. 
Production was speeded- ‘up in 
the fiela throughout the’ world 
in an effort to meet the extra 
demands. The market was ruling 
strong until the world-wide de- 
pression began to have its effect. 
With @ great number of oil-buyn- 
ing steamers laid up io tue big 
ports, particularly the United 
States Shipping Board vessels, 
many of which ‘are fitted to 
burn on as fuel, the call 
for oi! lessaded, resulting 
in Isrge stocks accuomulat- 
ing at suppliers’ tanks. The 
decreasing price of fuel-oil of late 
has of course been guided by the 
natural law of supply and de- 
maid. The Istest reduction has 
bean made in an endeavour to 
iucrease the volume of sales.
